He was 
dead in 15 minutes. At breakfast he 
stated that he had been desperate 
ever since he heard of Stahl's suicide. 


The announcement of the suicide 


of D. P. 
Murphy at Fort Wayne, 


Ind., this morning makes the .third 
dramatic suicide in a few days, the 
other Besides Stahl and Murphy-being 
a baseball fan and a great admirer of 
Stahl who swallowed carbolic acid at 
his home near Boston Thursday aft- 
ernoon.

ABLE DEGREE OF UNIFORMITY in the regulation for the pro- 
tection of the public and that it might not conflict so seriously as 
would otherwise follow from the frequent changes o± jurisdiction as 
we cross state lines. 


Earnestly desiring improvement in corporate management, I have 


been in favor also of the GREATEST POSSIBLE PUBLICITY 
being given to all the acts of corporations which have been handled in 
such a way as to cause complaint. 


When this subject was first agitated I thought I saw a new era 


dawning in railroad management and an improved relationship possible 
between the reasonable portion of the public and the carriers.

What was needed was regulation, jSTOT RESTRICTION; protec- 


tion, not persecution; but when the law was available for examination 
it was found to be revengeful and punitive, drawn either in ignorance 
or prejudice, with less thought of fairness to the railroads or the inter- 
est of the public than to concentrate TKEMEISTDOUS POWER in 
the general government not necessary for the regulation or the elimi- 
nation of abuses complained of and which, if constitutional, gives 
power to derange established- markets to an extent that, if exercised, 
will produce LITTLE SHORT OF REVOLUTION.

Prisoner's Counsel Confident as to the 


Outcome of the Proceedings and 
Make Preparations For Resumption 
of Trial—Commission Likely to Re- 
port to Court' Monday Next. 


New York, March 30.—Harry Ken- 


dall Thaw's fate at the hands of the 
lunacy commission will likely be de- 
cided today. The report of the com- 
mission will not be handed to Justice 
Fitzgerald until Monday morning, but 
no one looks for a continuation of 
their deliberations beyond Saturday's 
sessions. Thaw will be put through a 
long series of questions as to his un- 
derstanding of the nature of the pro- 
ceedings against him, and will be 
asked to tell more about hfe relations 
with his attorneys. He will probably 
be followed by attendants from the 
Tombs prison—Warden Plynn, Dr. Mc- 
Guire, th'e chaplain and half a dozen 
deputy wardens — who' were sub- 
poenaed to a'ppear before the commis- 
sion in lunacy and tell about Thaw's 
actions and conversations In the 
Tombs since he was imprisoned there. 
Dr. Alexander McLane Hamilton, the 
noted alienist, also will be called be- 
fore the commission. 


Thaw's attorneys are so sanguine 


as to the outcome of the lunacy in- 
quiry that they are making, plans for 
the resumption of the trial next week. 
It seems now that if the trial is taken 
up again, the defense probably will 
announce that it shall be without fur- 
ther testimony. Dr. Allan McLane 
Hamilton, the alienist ^who examined 
Thaw last June and July, was on the 
stand when the trial was interrupted. 
There is little likelihood that Dr. Ham- 
ilton will be recalled. If Thaw Is de- 
Glared of sound mind and the trial Is 
resumed, It should not last more than 
three or four days. The attorneys In 
their summing up will not be allowed 
to refer in any way to the lunacy com- 
mission, for its proceedings are not a 
part of the record. 
It the commission should .report that 


Thaw understands the nature of the 
proceedings against him and has ra- 
tionally advised with-iis counsel, Jus- 
tice FitzgeraR^wIH^slmply^ direct that 
the trial proceed without making pnb^ 
lie the cbmml's'slon's findings. lf\ tne 
report should$e -against Thaw, Justice 
Fitzgerald wh£ announce Jfte decision 
from the bench, and if he deems the 
prisoner's release dangerous to the 
public peace and safety, lie will sign 
an order directing his confinement in 
some state ho'spftal for the insane 


While the trial was in progress all 


of the alienists who had examined 
Thaw and who were called to the 
Stand paid tribute to the prisoner's re- 
markable memory 
It was this mem- 


ory, it was said, which served him In 
such good stead before the commis- 
sion Thursday, and which led Attorney 
Hartridge" to make the statement, 
"Thaw remembered more about the 
trial than I did."

fTT is one of the most incongruous 
11 situations 
imaginable that 
the 


Church of the Holy Sepulcber in 
Jerusalem, which contains what is 


believed to be the tomb of Christ, 
should be guarded constantly by Turk- 
ish soldiers, who are Mohammedans, 
utterly disbelieving in the religion of 
Christendom. 
Yet there are compe: 
tent and conservative authorities who 
hold that the puard of Turkish toldiers 
is necessary under the circumstances. 
William E. Curtis, the newspaper cor- 
respondent, who visited Jerusalem in 
1902, wrote: 


'•Perhaps after nil it is an evidence 


of the wisdom of Providence that the 
central and supreme shrine of the 
Christian church should be in the pos- 
session and under the authority of 
Islam. The bitterness of tho envy and 
rivalry of the sects is so great that 


of them could be trusted to treat 


the others fairly if any of them were 
in control, and, although their man- 
ners arc often offensive, the Moslems 
for a thousand years have always act- 
ed impartially and kept the scene of 
the burial and the resurrection of the 
Saviour open to all on equal terms." 


_ The year before the visit of Mr. Cur- 
tis there was a riot between Greek and 
Franciscan monks at the entrance to 
the church, twenty uf the Franciscans 
being knocked dottn by stones thrown 
from above by the Greeks and one of 
the latter being badly hurt. The Turk- 
ish soldurs are there to preserve order 
and see that each of the various Chris- 
tian sects is protected.

For centuries the cross and the" cres- 
cent waged war for the possession of 
Jerusalem, and both are still represent- 
ed, though, an indefinite truce has been 
declared.

thy soldiers of the sultan of Turkey 
are presenting anna as a procession of 
Christians, headed "by eminent church 
dignitaries, emerge from the buBding. 


The Church of the Holy Senulcher 


was built by the "Emperor Constantino, 
its site covering both the place of cru- 
cifixion and the burial place of Jesus, 
according to tradition. From time to 
time diligent end devout researchers 
disputed the s uthentioity of the site, 
but in 1S88 evidence was discovered 
which caused most scholars to admit 
that in all probability tbe -church is 
built upon the- actual ground where the 
crucifixion and entombment took place.

You should get a nice, soft nun's veiling or, albatross for

TTilTH Easter only two weeks away, home dressmakers, 
Kill dress-making shops and department stores are alike busy,

for despite a March Easter, spring suits and bonnets will 


blossom forth per schedule. Many usually forehanded women 
have left the selection of their Easter raiment until practically the 
last moment, just because Easter has fallen on so early a date 
that they feared spring styles might not be entirely settled, and 
now there will be an.unusual rush of late comers. 


Therefore, in to-day's article, there are presented a few gen- 


eral suggestions for the selection of materials in such colors 
as will most certainly carry through the entire spring and sum- 
mer and for styles which will be not too pronounced for the 
home sewer. 


First, bear in mind that this is to be a year of vivid color- 


ings. Black, and other dark colors are not in the running, and 
thus many dependable hues for the home dressmaker are miss- 
ing. The utmost care must be taken in the selection of the new 
and more vivid colorings, that they may harmonize with hair 
and complexion, and in the selection of trimming to reduce 
.rather than heighten the vivid tints. A. touch of lace, a ribbon 
velvet in a harmonious shade, or self-tone embroidery, are about 
the only trimmings possible with a highly tinted gown. When 


... a black frock is made up, its sombreness is relieved with guipure 


lace, and silver or gold embroidery. The new grays are delicate 
and trying fo the complexion. 


The browns are copper or terra cotta in their tints, the 


newest green is called almond-green, ciel and natural blue, both 
more vivid than Alice blue and cooler than royal blue, are in 
. demand and a brownish pink has taken the place of the deep 
.wines used in winter. Apple green is to be one of the colors 
for entire Spring suits, both in silk and in cloth. It is a charm- 
ing and alluring color for warm summer days, for it gives a 
touch of out-of-doors that no other color does. It is as cool 
looking as white and does not soil as easily. 


What is known as apricot yellow will come in for a strong 


share of popular favor. It is not that deep, vivid color known 
as mandarin yellow, which is so well worn by brunettes and 
which is so good a trimming on many gowns where a little gold 
may be used, but it is that real "fruity" yellow that has been 
copied by the dyers and put into many fabrics. 


In the matter of fabrics, silk leads, with voiles or veilings in 


both medium and gauzy weaves a close second. The latter arc by- 
far more expensive as they must be made over silk linings, while- 
a well-made silk can be worn over lingerie skirts. The unlined 
skirt is the thing and it must fit very snugly over the hips, with 
a pronounced flare about the feet, and this means perfectly fitted 


underwear. 


The plain taffetas of soft chiffon 'texture are preferred by 


some to any of the .fancy silks, and there is a line of these which 
has a slightly changeable effect and shows a back in a darker 
shade of the surface color. These silks are in exquisite quality 
and have an indescribable softness of hue, although they are 
not so pronounced in color scheme as the usual two-tone change- 
able silks.

An uncommonly beautiful line of blues is to be found in 


the new silks, but though Paris doubtless has some fanciful, but: 
impressive name for each of-the shades, the silk autHorities here 
merely look helpless .when questioned on the subject and opine 
that the blue is "sort of navy," "sort of Alice," "sort of delft," 
as the case may be. 


All of the soft nattier shades worn during the winter are 


here, but it is in deepe_r blues that the newest effects are found 
and these range from indigo to crow's wins', both new last fall, 
through marine, delft, Japanese, electric and many other attrac- 
tive shades. Certain blues, very deep, but quite devoid of purple 
tone, dashed rather with gray, are very lovely. 


Foulard silk is a most dependable fabric for modest purses. 


It comes in many new weaves. The radium foulard is, as its 
name implies, somewhati light of weight and wonderfully supple 


of texture. It has not the high finish of the satin foulard, nor 
has it the dull finish of the ordinary foulard, but suggests some- 
what a heavy and lustrous crepe.

The new messaline foulards are also beautiful of texture and 


finish, approaching more closely the satin foulard, but lighter 
of weight and extremely supple. In all of these weaves the 
type of design which has always been considered appropriate for 
:foulard is used; but along with the various dot designs and 
others with which we are more or less familiar there are many 
novelties. Broche designs and shadow designs are numerous 
and many of the finer French foulards show most intricate 
weaving with little broche figures on grounds of .one color, but 
of elaborate designs achieved in the weaving. 


As to the general suggestions for modes'of making up mate- 


rials, dressy skirts are much longer, lying on the ground all the 
way around and with a distinct train in soft materials. Only 
the distinctly tailo'red costume admits of the use of the skirt two 
inches from the ground. For all short women, the skirt is 
practically untrimmed, unless with'stitched bands of the same 
fabric or harmonious self-tone ribbon velvet ^ Only the tall jjirL- 
can use the frilled and be-laced skirt trimmings, which are so,., 
tempting this season." For dressy wear, sleeves are elbow 
length. For tailored costumes, they must be full length.
